Jules Favre, the eminent French 


aUteaman and Bepnblican member of 
the Senate for the 'Department of 
Shone, and a member of the French 
Academy, died night before last, aged 
71 years.

The re- 
enlt of the conference will be to arrange 
fur calling a convention of Democrats 
Opposed to Tilden, which shall take 
such steps as may seem best to defeat 
any movement now or hereafter to be 
made to secure Tilden's nomination.

It is said to be the intention of the 


Empress Eugenie so to time her visit to 
Zoluland that she may be on the spot 
where her son met his death on the an- 
niversary of that sad event, the first day 
Of June. Lieutenant Carey will not be 
detailed as the escort of the illustrious 
lady in that sad pilgrimage. This som- 
bre duty will be devolved upon Sir Eve- 
lyn Wood, for -whom the poor Prince 
Louis concieved a great regard during 
the letter's short career in Zululand. 


Ouray is beginning to talk war in 


Washington. He refuses to expatriate 
himseli and his tribe from Colorado. If 
the Government does not defend him 
and his people, they will try to take 
care of themselves. Perhaps Ibis is 
about the very best solution of the Ute 
trouble that could happen. Onray ad- 
mits that the White River Utes have 
forfeited their treaty rights, but claims 
that his section of the tribe has done no 
wrong. 


Russia is apparently making great 


preparations for vsnr, and is rapidly 
having manufactured large numbers of 
death-dealing instruments. She pr'ob< 
ably desires to kill others simply to 
keep her people busy and prevent them 
from making war upon her. A famous 
ruler of ancient tiiucs remarked that the 
only way to quiet turbulent people in a 
despotic Government was to turn them 
out to kill somebody else, and that is 
jnst as true to-day as it was then. Rus- 
sia is a seething volcano, and s>he seeks 
to save herself by turning it loose on 
somebody else.

THE BU£8IAN BfFDUKT. 


The Haitian budget for the year 1879 


shows au exact balance between the in- 
come and expenditure of the Empire, 
each being 660,000,000 rubles. This 
statement is little more than a gness. 
It is based on the Comptroller's report 
for the year 1878, which waa published 
at St. Petersburg on the 1st inst. The 
report was extremely favorable. Ex- 
penses had, in round numbers, been 
estimated at 600,000,000 rabies, and it 
was thought there would be a deficit 
of 27,500,000. These estimates wero 
entirely wrong, and the budget showed 
a balance of 68,000,000 rubles in its 
favor. For example, the customs dues 
had'been calculated at 55,500,000 rubles; 
they realized 79,250,000 rubles. For 
liquors the estimate had been 193,000,- 
000 rubles; thcv. realized 213,000,000 
rubles. For the sale of chargers and 
munitions of war 2,000,000 rubles were 
expected; 6,250,000 rubles were obtain- 
ed. For railways the estimates were 
4,000,000 rubles; the receipts, 6,250,- 
000 rubles. For the forests the esti- 
mates were 9,250,000 rubles; the re- 
ceipts, 11,250,000 rubles. On the other 
hand the sale of tobacco realized 1,000,- 
000 rubles less than was calculated, and 
the sale of salt 2,000,000 rubles less. 
For 1879 the results were expected to 
be hardly so favorable, though domestic 
trade has made unexpected strides. If 
Russia had a ministry of commerce, in- 
trusted to a specialist who should be 
charged with the superintendence of 
railroads the commerce of the country 
would develop enormously, and the 
paper money, which is now even lower 
than during the war, would return to its 
legal value. Hitherto the Ministry of 
Finance has done nothing to restore the 
value of the ruble nor to stimulate trade. 
It has not even pushed forward the 
Siberian railroad, 
so long expected. 


The saving of 30,000,000 rubles in the 
Tnrkestan budget has given an impetus 
to the Central Asian railroad. In brief, 
the Russian budget may be accepted as 


a matter of congratulation, as the finan- 
cial condition of the country will prob- 
ably decide the question of peace or 
war in Europe. 


IXTEKSTATK COMMERCE. 


, The committee having in charge the 
Reagan bill to regulate interstate com- 
merce, or, in other words, to enact 
Congressional regulations of railroad 
fares and freight charges, has deter- 
mined to hear further evidence on the 
subject and may call for a number of ex- 
perts to testify. The Washington corre- 
-.poiident of the New York Herald writes 
the annexed statement of the feeling in 
Washington: 


The Reagan bill, as it stands, is re- 


gardud by experts as a most unwise 
measure, and the general opinion of 
those who have more carefully studied 
the railroad problem is that the time 
bus not yet come for any definite action 
>v Congress. The necessities and ri- 
valries of the railroads are in themselves 
solving many important questions, and 
,i is mud here tuat the Board of Arbi- 
tration which has been for some time 
established by the voluntary action of 
the trunk lines, and to which they have 
agreed to refer questions binding them- 
selves to abide by the decisions made, 
has done effective work, and is likely to 
do more. It is thought that the Com- 
mittee on Commerce would do well to 
sninmoi. befor" them Charles Francis 
Adams, Jr., and D. A. Wells, who are 
members of this board of arbitration, 
and from whom they and the public 
might get important light on a difficult 
uubject.
